Funeral Arrangements. 


The official programme of the funeral

The state funeral 
vill leave the parliament buildings at 
I'clock p. m. Wednesday, for St. Alban's 
jhurch, and thence to the Canadian Pacific 
railway station, when the tody will be 
conveyed to Kingston. The body will lie 
n state at the city hall, Kingston, until 
Chursday noon, when the interment will 
iake place.

Ship 
pers are to furnish a foreman, to be in 
charge of cattle, and one cattleman fo 
each twenty-five head of cattle shipped.

were employed and 
the wages paid. 


3even mines, well distributed over the 
coal field of Illinois, were embraced in the 
nvestigation. 


Had AooeM to the Books. 


Access was had to the books of the mine 
'perators and much information was 
gleaned from the miners themselves. A 
mine in Sangamon county was taken as an 
[lustration. The smallest number of men 
mployed to one given month was eighty- 
five, In April; the largest number was 119, 
m December; the average number eav 
itoyed during the whole year being 103. 
taring the year 210 different men worked 
n the mine at different times. Only forty- 
ive men worked continuously through the 
•ear. During the month of May at this 
mine ninety-seven miners were able to get 
an average of 16.5 days' work each; they 
mined a fraction leas than three tons of 
coal a day while at work, for which they 
received an average of $1.85 a day, or 130.66 
cash for their month's work. 


A General Average Struck. 


Condensing all these totals and aver- 


ages to a single generalization for the year 
..he deduction is that an average of 102 
men obtained an average of 17.7 days' 
work each per month, in which each 
mined 53.95 tons of coal, and for which 
each received (36.59 per month for twelve 
months, or W3W.08 a year.The report shows 
that the average wages paid miners each 
month during the year were as follows: 
May, 138.61; June, {34.15; July, $33.29; Au- 
gust, (89.51; September, 130.38; October, 
41.64; November, 139.43, December, $32.12: 
January, {2B.66; February, 133.05; March, 
{20.27, and April, 130.21. The yearly aver- 
age was {35.53 a month.

The plan is to 
ve 
a bank in each county of the 


state under the direction of the local Alli- 
ance exchange. 


Can Hold His Grain at Will. 


The capital stock is to be furnished by 


private subscription. In connection with 
each bank an elevator or storehouse is to 
built. 
A farmer may then dump his 


grain, corn, or cotton into the storehouse, 
receiving for it a check for 80 per cent, of 
the -salue of the grain deposited by paying 
a small percentage for storage and insur- 
ance. He will be allowed to keep his 
grain in the depository until such time as 
lie may deem it best to place it upon the 
market. 


Checks To Be Payable In Coin. 


The amount of produce deposited in this 


way must not exceed the amount of stock 
subscribed for the bank. The checks to be 
Issued by these banks are peculiarly de- 
vised and are printed in colors. These 
checks are made payable in gold or silver 
at any of the banks run in this manner. It 
is intended that they shall be circulated as 
money.

EARTHQUAKE IN ITALY. 


Many Home* Damaged and Several Peo- 


ple Killed. 


ROME, June 8.—The cities of Verona 
nd Mantua were shaken by an eartSi- 
uoke Sunday. Many houses were dam- 
ged. An Invalid lady was so frightened 
»y the shock that she died. Lombardy, 
Venetia, and part of Tuscany were visited 
early in the morning by repeated shocks. 
!he worst shocks occurred about 2 o'clock 
n the morning. Shocks were also felt 
n Venice and Milan. The center of the 
.isturbance was at Verona. A subterran- 
an noise was heard like the roar of ar- 
illery, 
which was followed by three 


strong shocks. The inhabitants rushed 
nto the streets in terror. At Marcenigo 
hree persons were killed, and at Bodia 
Jalavena seventeen were badly injured by 
ailing houses and chimneys. At the lat- 
ter place another shock was felt at 6 
D'clock in the morning, and much addi- 
lonal damage was done. The movements 
were undulating in character and were 
more or less over the whole of north Italy. 


Manr Buildings Condemned. 


A government commission was promptly 
lispatehed to the districts visited by the 
earthquake shocks of Sunday and began 
their investigations. At Badlacalevera 
and Trognanzo the situation was found to 
>e such as to compel the commission to 
condemn three-fourths of the houses 
which are still left standing. The build- 
ngs will, therefore, as soon as workmen 
can safely approach them, be palled down. 
The fearful subterranean rumblings, fol- 
owed by heavy earthquake shocks, con 
inue, and the alarmed inhabitants have 
encamped in tents hurriedly pitched in the 
lelds far away from the reach of falling 
debris. The troops will be ordered to 
assist in the work of demolishing tha 
dangerous structures should it be found 
necessary.

WALKED TO HIS DEATH. 


G. D. Newman Would Not Uet Out of a 


Freight Traln'i Way. 


Coming oast 6n an extra Wabash freight 


train Sunday afternoon about 1 o'clock, a 
mite west of Niantle, Engineer K. E. Lo- 
gan noticed a man walking on the track. 
He was going towards the train. The en- 
gineer did not think much of the matter, 
and supposed the man would get off, jnst 
as hundreds of men do on every trip. 
When, however.the stranger made no move 
to get out of the way, but walked slowly 
towards the engine, now almost upon him, 
the whistle was pulled wide; open, it gave 
short shrill shrieks, and the bell was 
clanged as wildly as the excited fireman 
jerked the rope as hard as he could. When 
the pilot of the engine was only a few feet 
away, the 
man 
threw 
up 
both 


hands and stood still. A second later his 
body was flying through the air. It lit 30 
feet from the track. When the train was 
stopped and the trainmen got back to where 
the man fell, only a lifeless body was 
found. Apparently the head struck the en- 
gine first. It was badly crushed. The 
body was mangled in different places. 


The train went on to Niantle. There the 


engine and caboose went bauk, picked up 
the body, brought it to Nlantic and there 
left it. 


Coroner Bendnre went to Niantle Sunday 


afternoon aud impaneled this jury: J. P. 
Faris, William Bratton, William Frltchett, 
J. A. Hawk, J. W. Jones and G. D. Kltch. 
Three witnesses, William WhUesldes of 
Niantle, E. E. Logan, tha engineer, and 
W. H. Ertsman of Niantic, were examined^ 
Their evidence showed that the body 
was that of G. D. Newman, who had been 
working for Joe Scott, near 
Niantic. 


Whitesides had been talking with him in 
Niantic a short time before the accident. 
He acted queerly then, and when asked 
where he had been, began to cry. 


The verdict was that Newman came to 


his death by his own carelessness and the 
train men were not responsible for his 
death. 


Newman had no relatives In this country, 


and no one seems to know whether or not 
he had any eisewher*. He had worked in 
the last two or three years near Blue Mound 
for Mr. Bramlett and Mr. Gordon. He was 
about SO years old. It is the .opinion of all 
who have seen him lately that his mind 
was unbalanced. The body was burled yes- 
terday afternoon at Niantic. , The expenses 
were pnio. 
m all.

Father Crowe, a very 
energetic pneat, has rebuilt it in a very 
short time.
